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COMMENTS ON POINT OF AIM 


| thought you might be interested in read- 
ing a few words on the subject of aiming 
technique, so | wrote to some “notables” 
and asked them to share some of their ex- 
periences with us. Unfortunately, not one of 
them responded. So you’re stuck with the 
likes (and dislikes) of Avery, Greenawalt, 
Hollister, Maretzo, Gentner, Borden, and 
Rubright. (Just kidding guys!) 

| knew getting this distinguished group of 
shooters to submit something for publica- 
tion wouldn’t be easy and that | would prob- 
ably have to resort to trickery to achieve my 
objective. (Deception can be such fun when 
it comes naturally and is allowed to go un- 
checked!) 

The first thing | did was promise to buy 
them all a cup of coffee the next time we ran 
into each other at a match. After having 
made the offer | began to have second 
thoughts and wondered how the readership 
would react if they found out what | had 
done. Could significance be attached to the 
words of an individual that would sell himself 
so inexpensively? After thinking about it for 
awhile the answer was quite clear. These 
guys are benchrest shooters, they don’t 
need to be bribed. They are bound by “tradi- 
tion” to tell us how to beat them at their own 
game. Yeah, that’s the ticket! 

The second thing | did to win the “nota- 
bles” over was to make them feel superior 
to me by telling them what a difficult time |

| don’t know if I’m imagining this or not, 
but | swear | use to get more sympathy from 
people before | became a staff “expurt.” 
These days people seem to derive a great 
deal of pleasure from watching me squirm 
up on the line and laughing at my choice of 
cartridges. 

One such experience happened to me a 
few weeks ago up in Holton, Michigan, and

I’m sure the memory will be with me for the 
rest of my shooting days. Pay attention 
now, there’s alesson or two to be learned. A 
group of “notable” shooters, similar to 
those mentioned above, found the whole 
thing quite amusing as I’m sure you will. 

Those of you that have not had the pleas- 
ure (or displeasure) of shooting at the fa- 
mous Holton Gun and Bow Club may have 
heard that it’s a tough range to shoot. The 
word tough doesn’t really do this place jus- 
tice. | was quoted last week as saying, 
“There are only two places more challeng- 
ing and unpredictable to shoot than Holton, 
Michigan. One is Fairchance, Pennsylvania, 
and the other is hell.” | suppose | should be 
thankful for places like these to practice 
here on earth. This way I'll be better pre- 
pared to meet the challenges of benchrestin 
the afterlife. I've heard that Ron Datama 
from Holton and Roye Leckemby from 
Fairchance are both vying for the head 
range officer’s job in the netherworld. Al- 
though they are both eminently qualified, | 
think Leckemby has the jump on Datama. | 
couldn't attend, but | heard his benchrest 
match/pig roast went over very well last 
month. 

As you may have guessed by now, condi- 
tions at Holton’s first match of the season 
are notoriously bad. This year we were test- 
ed with wind, temperatures in the 30’s, 
dense air, and an occasional snowflake. At 
times the mirage was so bad it was difficult 
to see the rings on your target at 100 yards 
let alone 200. | never heard so many people 
mumbling obscenities under their breath as 
| did that weekend. 

Between matches, small groups of 
shooters could be found huddled up in the 
warm corners of the clubhouse bitching 
about the weather, the biggest groups they 
ever shot, or the color of my new rifle. It was 
during one of these sessions that my friend 
Dwight Scott offered me some advice that 
would change my aggregate dramatically. 
(For the worse of course!) Dwight’s words 
on more than one occasion have put me out 
of a match. He’ll come up to me toward the 
end of the day and say something like, “You 
got this one sewn up. No one can beat you 
as long as you don’t fall off the bench.” Do | 
have to say anything more? What a friend! 
Of course, when | manage to do just that 
he’s generally right there to help me up. 
That laugh of his can be quite annoying too. 
(Not anywhere near as bad as Gammon’s 
though!) 

This time Dwight comes up to me and 
says, “Why don’t you try holding on the aim- 


ing square?” Now he just overheard me tell- 
ing someone on their way up to the line how 
difficult it was to see the rings on the target. 
So, immediately | suspect he is up to some- 
thing. He then tells me he’s doing better 
than average and that although not clear, 
the square is more visible than anything 
else. “Give it a try,” he says. “Trust me!” 
Trusting this guy is like eating escargot in a 
French restaurant, in the dark, on the floor. 
You're never quite sure whether or not 
you're eating something you are suppose to 
be or something out of a litter box. Just to 
confirm my suspicions | wandered by the 
wailing wall to have a look at his last tar- 
get. 

Sure enough, his last group was better 
than mine, a lot better. Should | take his ad- 
vice and give it a try? What the hell | wasn’t 
winning the match anyway! (Morton 
showed up!) | went up to the line, set up my 
gear, and looked at the target. Nothing had 
changed. The mirage was so bad the rings 
on the target were barely visible. After look- 
ing at Dwight’s last target, my competitive 
nature compelled me to hold on the aiming 
square. 

The range officer barked out the custom- 
ary make ready commands and we were 
off. Using the square, | put the first three 
shots in the very same hole at 200 yards. | 
could see the dark hole pulsating in the mi- 
rage, and it called out to me, “Put the other 
two right in here as fast as you can.” | push- 
ed the gun forward in the rest as quickly as | 
could, put the dot in the center of the moth- 
ball, and let ’er rip. 

Do you know the exact dimension of the 
center of the aiming square to the center of 
the mothball on a 200 yard target? | do! It is 
exactly 2.5”, my score. When | realized 
what | had done with the fourth shot, | re- 
turned to my original point of aim and put the 
fifth shot right in the same hole with the first 
three. | did that to just aggravate myself fur- 
ther. 

| couldn't really blame Dwight. His advice 
was sound and well. . . intentioned. At least 
| thought it was until he stopped laughing 
long enough to tell me he has always been 
afraid of doing that very same thing. Chang- 
ing holding points in the middle of a match is 
not a good practice when you are trying to 
get five down range in a hurry. 

After this last episode one thing is for 
sure. If ever Dwight Scott gets a dinner invi- 
tation to eat at my house he had better bring 
two things with him, his own flashlight and a 
taste for litter box snails.

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Comments on 
Point of Aim 


ROGER AVERY 


John, 

I’m answering your letter right away for 
several reasons: so that | don’t forget, be- 
cause | enjoy the replies of other shooters, 
but most of all I'll do just about anything for a 
cup of coffee! 

| have run the circuit as to my preferred 
aiming point. I’ve settle on a center hold in 
the mothball. | use this hold because | prefer 
using a dot in my scopes, and for me it’s 
much quicker to get back on point of aim. 

| normally try to set my impact point at ei- 
ther 3 or 9 as | prefer holding straight into my 
group. However, if the impact point doesn’t 
come right at 3 or 9 on my warmup target | 
don’t mess with it. | want to know exactly 
where my gun’s impacting after the first 
group. This is very important to me for the 
rest of the match. I'll try to pick the same 
conditions each time | go to the firing line, 
and if my impact has changed | become very 
nervous about the next shot. I'll shoot the 
sighter in an effort to find out what hap- 
pened. 

I’mlike lots of other shooters in that once | 
start my group | don’t like to stop even if it 
means fudging the edges of the group by 
holding for the inevitable little pick ups and 
letoffs, and they must be small for me. | 
don’t mind holding from one side of the 
mothball to the other, but greater than this 
I’m not comfortable with. 

| find its a good idea to use your time wise- 
ly. Often, if my condition has changed while 
shooting a group, | will go to the sighter and 
fire a shot, holding for the amount of change 
that has taken place. I'll then either try and 
wait for my condition, or I'll try another sight- 
er depending on how far | missed on the pre- 
vious shot. A lot of these factors depend on 
the amount of time you have left. 

| don’t change my method, not even in the 
mirage of Holton! There may come a time 
that | will have to, and if | have to change | 
will. | enjoyed Jerry Maskers article along 
these lines. It was food for thought and 
maybe some experimentation. 


| hope this has been in line with what you 
wanted and a bit helpful.

JOHN HOLLISTER 


When | started shooting in Millerton, NY in 
the early 1970's the Snowball League was 
shot for both group and score. So | held 
dead on the mothball and had the gun sight- 
ed as close to the point of impact as possi- 
ble. This was O.K. except that by the 3rd or 
4th shot your aiming point was many times 
larger, especially in the case of someone 
shooting a .30 caliber (the editor for in- 
stance.) 

Today, we shoot for groups only on the 
benchrest target. | still hold dead on, but like 
to have the group form about 1 or 2 rings 
below. Two reasons, to preserve the aiming 
point and to keep shots out of the big black 
square. 

Speaking of that square, the only time 
that | use it is when the mirage is so bad that 
| can’t see the mothball. It’s just easier for 
me to judge my “hold off” for varying condi- 
tions using the mothball, because of its size, 
compared to the square. 

In conclusion, if the condition is holding | 
just quarter the mothball. Let ’um go, and 
hope for the best.

BRIAN RUBRIGHT 


Thanks for including me in your article. | 
always start my group by holding on the 
mothball at 6 o’clock. | have 3/32” dots in 
my scopes and | put the radius of the dot on 
the inside radius of the mothball. I've found 
this to be the most consistent technique for 
me. It is very easy to get to when rapid fire is 
called for and in heavy mirage. Hope this will 
interest some people.

Dear John, 

Aiming point methods have been a matter 
of experimentation and frustration for me as 
| have gotten older. When | started shooting 
benchrest 12 years go, | used a method with 
a 24X scope and then with the 36X scopes 
that | felt helped the precision of my set-up. 
The vertical crosshair was placed tangent 
to the ten ring at the 9:00 o’clock position 
and the horizontal crosshair was placed 
tangent to the ten ring at the six o’clock po- 
sition. There was no difficulty in discerning 
the crosshair and the ring. | would then take 
my time and condition shoot. It turned out to 
be very successful. 

As time has passed, | have started shoot- 
ing more sighters and holding off. The aim- 
ing point described above is not as conve- 
nient then. | have found that a dead center 
hold is the most convenient when | am going 
to hold off. It presents less of an opportunity 
to make a reading of the sighter and hold-off 
error when shots have to be fired rapidly. 
The second impact has been my eye sight. 
Twelve years ago | had 20-15 eyesight with 
correction, but it was a “sharp 20-15” and 
definition of crosshair and target ring was 
no problem. Now | am 20-20 corrected and 
it is not as sharp. Definition of edges is not 
crisp and it drives me bananas to attempt to 
line up crosshairs tangentially to the ten 
ring. 

| intend to experiment more this spring 
with a higher power scope (60) to determine 
if that will help me return to my tried and true 
method that was illustrated in the figure. 

| am looking forward to reading the meth- 
ods that others use.

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COMMENTS ON POINT OF AIM

DON GENTNER 


Dear John: 

In response to your request for an article 
on benchrest target aiming points, my opin- 
ion is that the black shooting square on 
bench rest targets has little or no value. It 
could even be a hindrance if the shooter is 
placing his or her shots in this black square, 
simply because you cannot see the holes. 
The shooting square’s original intention 
was to assist a shooter in lining his or her 
cross hairs in the scope, the scope was of a 
much lower magnification and the thickness 
of the cross hairs much thicker. We cannot 
make any use of this technique any longer. 
New shooters should stay away from this 
black box. Someday it will be eliminated 
from the bench rest targets. 

My point of aim always starts in the center 
of the ten ring or what is commonly called 
“the moth ball,” this is for all yardages. | 
have stated that | start a match holding in 
the center, this does not mean that | will be 
able to continue for the entire match holding 
in the center, this very simply determined by 
purely a natural phenomena called wind. 
While we are on the subject of point of aim 
and wind, | would like to include a few rules 
the shooter might use when preparing to 
start a match’. 

Rule one: sight in with median conditions, 
median both as to wind velocity and angle. 
The horizontal displacement of a bullet in 
flight by the wind is a multiple of two factors 
— angle and velocity. If the prevalent wind 
condition for the ten or fifteen minutes pre- 
ceding a match has been a medium flow 
from seven o'clock, you should be “zeroed” 
with that condition to put the odds predicta- 
bly in your favor. Any change in wind that 
you may not perceive — or perceive and still 
mishandle — will have less chance of cost- 
ing you a good measurement working from 
the medium than if you had established your 
zero at some extreme condition such as a 
lull, a faster flow, a greater angle, or a com- 
bination of the last two. 

Rule two: fire only when the wind angle is 
in the quadrant where you established your 
zero. Divide the range into four quadrants. 
Under rule one, we assume that you may 
risk firing through changes that contain 
compensatory factors, where changes in 
velocity and angle may largely cancel each 
other out. However, absolutely no such risk 
can be assumed when the angle of the wind 
changes so much that it moves into another 
quadrant. Here, itis predictable that the var- 
iables always have a cumulative effect. For 
instance, the classic example is to be 
caught with left windage on your sight and 
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have the wind swing around from a right 
hand quadrant. Another is to be sighted 
with a wind from the rear and have the wind 
turn and come from the front. 

In summary, always work from true zero. 
Carry in your mind at all times (as nearly as 
you can prove it) exactly what your sight 
setting is in relation to true zero; how much 
your sights are changed both horizontally 
and vertically from what they would be for 
the range if there wasn’t a breath of air mov- 
ing. 

It may take a lot of practice to force your 
mind to accept this, to be able to put all the 
variables together and come up with the 
right answers under the stress of a match 
and within your time limits. However, when 
you do it successfully, you have the mathe- 
matical certainty of “shooting at a larger tar- 
get” than the shooters who have never 
learned to dope the wind.

JIM GREENAWALT 


In response to your letter on benchrest 
aiming points, | don’t think of myself as one 
of the better “aimers” in the game, but | will 
tell you that | hold on the mothball at all yard- 
ages, and that all of my scopes have dot reti- 
cles. My preferred point of impact at 100 
yards is the 6:00 o’clock position under the 
mothball, and at 200 yards | try and print in 
the mothball. At the longer distance | have 
never completely shot out my point of aim to 
the extent that it has worked to my disad- 
vantage. | have found this approach to be 
both convenient and helpful when trying to 
determine the size of the group. If | manage 
to keep all five shots on the record target in 
the mothball | have a pretty good idea of 
what my score should be before | even leave 
the bench. | avoid changing my point of aim 
when trying to get five shots down range ina 
hurry. | am just nor comfortable with any- 
thing else.

DICK MARETZO 


Dear John, 

Thanks for including me in the group of 
“the best aimers in the game”, especially 
after Phoenix. 

| started in benchrest competition with a 
Lyman All American 25x LWBR and always 
found it awkward to try to split the aiming 
box into four equal parts. When Leupold 
came out with the 36x dot reticle | tried one 
and felt alot more comfortable centering the 
dot in the mothball. 

The type of reticle and where it is placed 
on a target depends entirely upon how the 
eyes and the brain process the information 
being fed in. | know people who like to divide 
the mothball in four equal parts and some 
who like to hold on the edge of the aiming 
box. 

At 100 yards | hold in the center of the 
mothball with a 36x dot reticle. | want the 
bullet to hit about a 1/2 inch below the dot at 
six o’clock (dead calm). If | find it necessary 
to hold off this point | try not to go past the 
edge of the mothball. How many times have 
you heard someone say “it went right where 
| held”. 

At 200 yards | adjust the scope to hit 
“point of aim” and apply the same principal 
of holding. | prefer to wait for a condition to 
return rather than outguess the wind. 

Only because of the lack of or inconsis- 
tency of the wind flags, | still think they 
should be standardized and the range 
should have some available for those who 
can’t carry them. | also think that all target 
frames should have mirage boards on them 
— permanently painted on. Let’s face it, a 
lot of people fly to matches and can not 
carry all their equipment. 

If mirage is present it is very difficult to ac- 
curately determine the direction or velocity 
without a mirage board and shooting in a mi- 
rage is very tricky. | prefer to wait until it is 
running strong and steady and in one direc- 
tion. Avoid the condition where it seems to 
“boil” and reverse. Don’t ignore the wind 
flags. 

The last time | went to a match at 
Englishtown one of the flags was blowing 
straight up, it eventually lifted out of the 
ground and fell over. Avoid this condition, 
you can’t hold for it. (Humor)

SHOOTING GROUPS AT ETNA GREEN 


The American Single Shot Rifle Associa- 
tion (ASSRA) holds matches three times a 
year Spring, Summer, and Fall at the club 
range near Warsaw, Indiana. Northeastern 
Indiana is a strange place for a Western 
New Yorker. It is flat, the people are nice, 
the sun shines, and it only rains some of the 
time. 

Warsaw is a throwback to the pre- 
Vietnam 1960's. The closest airport is Ft. 
Wayne 40 miles away and the train still 
stops twice a day. The Victorian Court- 
house (or some kind of 1890's architecture) 
dominates the square. The bank is brick in- 
stead of glass. Folks sit on benches along 
Main Street eating ice cream cones in the 
heat of the day and Heavy Chevy’s and 
short bed pickups cruise the streets in the 
evening. On Saturday nights there is dirt 
track racing at the fairgrounds. Three large 
orthopedics companies Zimmer, DePuy, 
and BioMet fuel the local economy with im- 
ported money and assure career opportuni- 
ties to artisans and managers alike. The 
only problem with Warsaw is that one can 
not find imported dark beer and the maga- 
zine stores don’t carry the latest issue of 
Sweating Mutant Bimbos. Otherwise, an al- 
together satisfying place for an enthusiastic 
admirer of old rifles. 

The “Official” motel is the Viewpoint at 
$30 a night. The “Official” breakfast place is 
the Western Pancake house where one can 
purchase Belgian waffles with fresh straw- 
berries, bacon, and coffee for $5 and the 
ever efficient Burt remembers me even 
though she serves me only twice a year. 

The range itself (P#11 and P#7) is near 
the hamlet of Etna Green, about 10 miles 
from Warsaw, and adjacent to a occasional- 
ly malodorous duck farm. The ASSRA 
matches moved around for a number of 
years and in the early 1970's settled at what 
was then Beeson’s Range. Jim Beeson was 
a better than average bench rest shooter 
who also made railguns, and a custom 
Remington bolt. The range originally had 20 
covered positions with both 100 yd. and 200 
yd. butts. The line has since been expanded 
to 36 positions, all at 100 yds. There are 
also 10 50 yd. positions for the rimfire 
matches. 
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The Equipment 

The equipment used is generally tradi- 
tional. Most of the rifles are “Shooters” built 
up from antique actions with modern or re- 
lined antique barrels. Winchester Hi-Walls, 
Stevens, and Ballards predominate though 
the occasional Sharps and German 
Schuetzen can be seen. A small percentage 
of the shooters use modern actions such as 
Rugers, the Miller DeHass (P#6), Hoch 
(P#18), and Fix. A typical rack of rifles 
(P#9) might have a brace of Zischang 
Sharps Borchards, a Factory Stevens Pope 
Schuetzen rifle, and modern Breslen 
actioned shooter. 

There has been a trend recently to using 
antique rifles in their original condition. The 
new shooter usually starts off with a built up 
Ruger, Hi-Wall, or Ballard. It will have a 
modern barrel, a used telescope, and $150 
worth of wood. If the neophyte sustains his 
interest the next step seems to be a nice old 
factory Winchester, Ballard, or Stevens. 
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Because these rifles all shot lead bullets it is 
Still possible to find a rifle with a good origi- 
nal bore. The advanced shooter may even- 
tually find a Pope, Stevens Schuetzen, 
Zischang, or an original Winchester 
Schuetzen that is not nice enough to retire 
to the gun vault but pretty enough, and ac- 
curate enough, to do the owner proud at the 
range. Such rifles are expensive, all more 
than $5000, but when used as intended will 
work very well indeed. The old rifles are still 
competitive in the hands of an average 
shooter and the pleasure of handling arifle a 
hundred years old offsets any aggravation 
that attends the use of old equipment. 
Offhand rifles are generally of the tradi- 
tional pattern with long barrels, large stocks 
with a lot of drop, massive hooked butt 
plates, and palm rests. The Schuetzen rifle 
is fairly heavy, weighing between 12-14 
pounds. Most offhand rifles use double set 
triggers set very light (2-8 0z.) Most shoot- 
ers use scopes, the older externally adjust- 
ed type predominates because it can be 
moved out of the way to load the rifle and 
they look old timey. In the last few years 
there has been a resurgence of interest in 
using Schuetzen rifles as most were intend- 
ed, with iron sights. The architecture of 
many of these rifles is such that they can not 
be held correctly if the shooter uses a 
scope, the sight line is too high with a scope. 
Asecond factor is the increasing use of orig- 
inal rifles. Many were not fitted with scopes 
and as the rifles become more valuable, 
owners do not wish to defile them by drilling 
holes for scope mounts in the barrels. 
Most of the bench rest rifles bear more 
than a passing resemblance to the offhand 
rifles. They also have long (28”-32”) barrels,

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two piece wooden stocks, and externally 
adjustable scopes. However, the bench 
rest rifle generally has a straighter stock, flat 
shotgun butt, and a somewhat heavier bar- 
rel. The average benchrest rifle will weigh 
between 15-20 pounds. Some shooters use 
the same rifle in both offhand and bench rest 
but most have a different rifle for each form 
of competition. 
Extras 

There is a side show. About a third of the 
folks that attend Etna Green do not shoot. 
They come to talk about what great shoot- 
ers they used to be and complain about the 
current state of the single shot world (the 
guns have gotten too expensive, the 
ASSRA is all #$%¢& up, and all of the good 
shooters have been lured away by other in-

terests). Others reveal (and take orders for) 
the latest winning single shot gimmick 
whether it be a new action, trigger, or repro- 
duction shooting poster. Of course all will 
improve one’s performance on the line. 
Many come to deal. Etna Green is a good 
place to buy a rifle, stock blanks, or any of 
the multitude or parts and accessories that 
one must have. A bag of original Pope 
Schuetzen Sand (P#3) went unsold when it 
was revealed the sand actually came from 
Harry’s kitty litter box. 

The latest production of Harlow 
Parkenfarker the 40-90 Parkenfarker 
Schuetzen (P#2) was on display. 
Parkenfarker is a legendary gunsmith from 
the hotbed of single shot activity in central 
Missouri. Parkenfarker is generally known 
for his pragmatic approach to rifle building. 
He welds the false muzzles (“Barrel extend- 
ers” in Parkenfarkereese) to the ends of his 
barrels to prevent their loss. This particular 
example of his work features a lightweight 
barrel to minimize shooter fatigue, glass 
bedded stock, and aggregate blasted mat 
finished barrel and receiver to eliminate light 
reflection and promote barrel cooling. The 
fitting on the muzzle is not a muzzle break or 
flash hidder but a vent, as first described by 
Dr. Mann in “The Bullets Flight”. Pope and 
Mann were unable to obtain any advantage 
from the barrel vent but Parkenfarker, being 
considerably brighter than either Pope or 
Mann, has made it work. The Aluminum 
clamp-on palmrest also serves to damp the 
barrel vibrations that would otherwise make 
the slender barrel too unstable for fine 
shooting. (Editor: an obvious spoof by our 
writer. Let’s not panic, men!) 

The Summer match at Etna Green is a 
more modest affair, it is hot, and a nice place 
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to spend the weekend of July 7,8,9. The fall 
match, over Labor Day weekend, is as big 
as the Spring match. There will be a lot of 
single shot rifles, the usual range of charac- 
ters will be present, and everyone who 
wants to shoot gets a chance. All are wel- 
come. 

There is the occasional exception. Ten 
years ago there were eight or ten fat bar- 
reled rifles on the line. These had 2” diame- 
ter barrels screwed on the standard single 
shot action. They were not beautiful rifles. 
The objective of the weight was to minimize 
the effects of recoil and barrel vibration. The 
most extreme example was a barrel 4” in di- 
ameter that weighed 120 (?) pounds. It 
never shot very well, was converted from 
32-40 to a .47 caliber rifle for the ultimate in 
wind bucking capability. The rifle now grac- 
es the wall of a workshop. This year two un- 
conventional rifles were on the line. The first 
was a fat barreled rifle with a homemade

side cocking action. The second was more 
innovative. Marlin Bassett built a Ruger 
actioned rifle using a bedding block and one 
piece stock. The action and barrel both 
float. The scope is mounted on the bedding 
block. Marlin did not win so clearly the float- 
ing barrel and bedding block mounted 
scope is inferior to the traditional single shot 
configuration with forend, scope, palmrest, 
and front windage sight hung on the barrel. 
Bench rest competition with single shot ri- 
fles is a relatively modern invention. The old 
guys tested their rifles and published the re- 
sults and there were a few shoulder match- 
es but not enough for there to be a large 
number of antique benchrest rifles around. 
Consequently, the original 20 pound single 
shot is rare and seldom seen on the line. 
Those that are around usually have signifi- 
cant history and hence are too valuable to 
risk damaging in a match. Many shooters 
use antique rifles in the benchrest events

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but seldom is a purpose built antique seen 
on the line. 

A variety of cartridges are used. Winning 
in either offhand events or at the bench is 
probably 80% shooter and 20% rifle so al- 
most any rifle/cartridge has a chance. Natu- 
rally single shot shooters, knowing what will 
improve the odds of winning, spend the win- 
ter devising new cartridges and building ri- 
fles rather than practicing. The 32-40, with 
the traditional load of a Remington 212 large 
pistol primer and 1412 gr. of IMR 4227, al- 
ways seems to work well so about a third of 
the shooters use it. The 38-55 is next in pop- 
ularity primarily because so many antique ri- 
fles were made in this caliber. Four were 
used at Etna Green. 
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Fortunately, single shot technology is of a 
fairly low order and the Sunday 
experimenter/gunsmith can dabble with dif- 
ferent cartridge and rifle configurations at a 
reasonable expense and with some hope of 
success. Consequently the 30 Herrett, 30 
Schwartz (a short straight tapered 30-30), 
8.15 x 46 and the 38-50 were represented. 

Virtually all rifleman at Etna Green breach 
their bullets as opposed to using fixed am- 
munition. It isn’t clear why as with modern 
ammunition assembly techniques, fixed 
ammo ought to work as well and offers sig-

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nificant tactical advantages in both offhand 
and bench shooting. Maybe it’s tradition or 
the fact that one can sit down and shoot 
without any “Dead time” at the loading 
bench. It is a fact. As most single shot 
matches are re-entry matches (one can 
shoot as many times as one wishes, or can 
afford, and turn in the best target of a 4 day 
match), “The best condition will appear 
when one is away from the bench.” It would 
probably be a Murphy’s Corollary if Murphy 
had been a shooter. 

Single shot bench shooting is done with 
two bags and a front rest. Neither rest can 
have a return-to-battery feature or be used 
to aim the rifle mechanically. There is no 
weight limit on the rifle and there are match- 
es for both scope and iron sighted rifles. 


The Competition 

The matches are predominately 
Schuetzen style offhand competition as op- 
posed to the other single shot disciplines 
such as long range shooting, or Gallery 
shooting; and bench shooting with two 
bags. Both styles of competition may be 
seen demonstrated in (P#4). The matches 
are conducted at 200 yds. for center fire and 


50 yds. for rim fire rifles. There are a lot of 
different matches, both for offhand and 
bench shooters. Space constraints prohibit 
a complete review of the matches and 
scores here. If the reader is interested, join 
the ASSRA and get the newsletter (the 
ASSRA advertises in P.S.). 

As has been the case for the last few 
years, it was very windy in Indiana for the 
Spring Match (P#10). Because plain base 
lead bullets (no gas checks) are so slow and 
the ballistic coefficient of the blunt bullets so 
poor, the wind has a tremendous effect on 
the flight of the projectile. For the offhand 
shooters, the wind also blows the shooter 
around. One stands there holding the rifle, 
the wind comes up and it feels just like 
someone is gently pushing on your shoulder 
as the sights swing over about three tar- 
gets. If there are a few still relays the 200 yd. 
5 groups that place will be in the .8’s or .9’s 
and the winning offhand score for the ten 
shot event will be over 230. 

Three types of offhand matches are fired. 
Most common is the 10 shot match at 200 
yds. A 100 shot match is fired and a three 
shot matchis also fired. All use the same tar- 
get. A special prize is given for the shot clos- 
est to center. Charley Dell, an experienced 
shooter who usually places highly, won the 
ten shot match, for scope rifles, with a 228. 
Veril Sigman placed second with 217, and 
Tim Mather placed third with a 216. | shot a 


198 with an iron sighted rifle and did not 
place, though this time | was only fourth 
worstin the 100 shot event. A significant im- 
provement for which | am very thankful. 
The bench rest events are probably of 
more interest to PS readers. The most com- 
monly fired event is the 5 shot group at 200 
yds., the Kelly match. As noted above, in de- 
cent conditions the winner will have to turn 
in something in the .8’s or .9’s. | believe the 
club record is in the .5’s. The best | have 
ever fired is a .972 with a 32-40 Hi-Wall, that 
won a match a few years ago. The serious 
bench shooter usually sets up to shoot ei- 
ther on the first relay in the morning or during 
the last two relays in the afternoon. Trying 
to get small groups in the middle of the day 
for the single shot rifleman is a waste of bul- 
let casting time. Over a 4 day match the ded- 
icated bench shooter will fire 10-15 re-entry 
targets. In my early more enthusiastic days | 
fired as many as 40 targets a match but 
found after a few years | never shot a good 
group in the middle of the day and did not 
like casting bullets so eased off. Keep in 
mind that not every target gets five shots. 
Once a good (under 1.100”) target is in hand 
there are many 3 and four shot targets fired. 
It is not a matter of wasting bullets but trying 
to take advantage of the limited time avail- 
able during a “good” relay. As the statisti- 
cally inclined reader may notice, the small 
groups posted in single shot matches repre- 
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sent not the average capability of the shoot- 
er and rifle but the very best. Dick Hughes 
won the Kelly match with a five shot group 
measuring 1.075 center to center (using his 
offhand rifle). Second place was Brad Rich- 
ardson with a 1.085 and third place was 
Jerry DeVaudville with a 1.140. 

Perhaps a better indicator of single shot 
rifle performance is the Rowland match, a 
10 group match in which all competitors fire 
on the same relay. This year George 
McCluney won the match with a 2.309. 
Matt Kuzewski placed second with a 2.569. 
Dick Hughes came in third with a 2.777. The 
conditions were unusually poor for this 
year’s Rowland. Usually one can expect to 
see the winning group to be well under two 
inches. 

The bench rest score matches are 10 
shots, for 25 points a shot, at 200 yds. The 
first official 250 ever was fired on this target 
just last year at a local match in New York 
State. The best score at Etna Green is 248 
(three people have fired 248’s). The ten shot 
score match was won by Joy Sigman with a 
247. Second was captured by Robert Jones 
with a 245 and third by Jerry DeVaudville 
with a 244.

It all started two years ago, at Dunham’s 
Bay. After a match, when everything went 
right (for a change) | found that | had won a 
free chambering job from The Great Gun- 
smith (of Pleasantville, New York). Since 
that time, himself has been after me to let 
him run a reamer into a good barrel on my 
behalf. Frankly | needed another benchrest 
barrel at this exact point like | needed a 
pregnant cat, and what’s more, that’s a part 
of benchrest shooting that | enjoy doing my- 
self. But Seely kept right after me. 

Then, last winter a 6mm Krieger barrel 
“for testing” came my way, via the editor. 
(Ooops, almost blew that one. . . | meant to 
say “via our noted firearms editor.” Yes, | 
know, I’m pandering to the wretch . . . cav- 
ing in to pressure. Feel free to criticize ... 
it’s not you that will get your next fifteen arti- 
cle submissions returned . . . with one word 
... REJECT ... written across the front in 
bold letters). The barrel looked as slick as 
could be. Jim Greenawalt ran his borescope 
through it, and gave me the opinion that it 
was one slick looking cut rifled barrel. And, 
in the end, after being part of a lot of discus- 
sions on the 6 SM Wasp this winter, | got a 
little itchy to try this case.

the “ole timers” who had used the original 
Wasp back in the early days started calling 
and writing, telling me that this modern case 
should not have the word “Wasp” attached 
toit. Threats followed. . .l would be banned 
from benchrest bull sessions at the end of 
the day, foreign substances would be 
placed in my vermouth supply, and | would 
be sent off to the same gardening magazine 
as the one to which Gammuto gets regularly 
banished for some offense (be it real or 
imagined). Boy, talk about thin skins! | have 
the feeling that this is a can’t win situation. 
(Editor: hell, just refer the calls to Seely. He 
has about a 15 second tolerance for discus- 
sions like this). 

So, in the course of events, | turned a 
heavy varmint rifle, along with the new 
Krieger barrel, over to Messr. Masker. In the 
meantime, some cases were formed, 
turned, and otherwise prepared for the new 
chamber. The quality of the current lots of 
PMC 30-30 brass, with its excellent case 
wall run-out seemed interesting at least, 
and with the case heads turned down for a 
PPC bolt face, things were ready to go when 
the chamber job was finished. Being a hard- 
headed Dutchman, | just had to try some

with small primers, even though | was well 
award that Peter Pfluke had found that his 
best over-all aggregates had been shot with 
large primers. Also, this would be a dandy 
time to try the primer pocket inserts from 
Freedom Arms. | prepared some cases with 
the large primers, and others with the in- 
serts (and, believe me, that turned out to be 
a learning experience). (Editor: personally, | 
hate “learning experiences.” That's why we 
have columnists ... so they can have 
“learning experiences’, and tell me what the 
final solution was). 

Instructions which came with the little 
stainless steel pocket inserts tell us that 
after seating the inserts into the case, the 
primers should be lubed, with a dry lube, for 
seating. That seemed as if it would be a real 
pain in the buns while loading between re- 
lays. And, after a bit of actual experience, 
we soon enough learned that the inserts, 
from time to time, would move outward dur- 
ing depriming. The primer, without the lube, 
would take a darn good beating, ending up 
well crushed, and adding nothing (good) to 
case performance. 


#1 - 30-30, 6MM S.M. Wasp, PPC. 
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Much trial and error followed. To say 
nothing of a wide variety of curse words. 
But, as is common with those who are truly 
Pure of Heart ... eventually, virtue con- 
quered all. The procedure that we settled on 
seems to be working very well; one batch of 
cases has been fired twenty times . . . no in- 
sert has been pushed out during depriming, 
and primers are seated with normal new- 
case pressures. First, something had to be 
found to keep the insert fast in the case. | 
talked to some young fellas that work on 
auto racing engines (realize that at my pres- 
ent point, just about everyone is a “young 
fella” . . . it’s all relative). These were pretty 
savvy guys, and they recommended that | 
try Loctite #271 Threadlocker. (Editor: we 
are still having problems with the cases, but 
at least we have the gun now topping 110 
m.p.h. in the quarter mile at the local drag 
strip). Shake well before and during use. 
Krazy Glue and other glues that we had 
tried previously made a big mess, but the 
#271 was easy to work with. Wet down the 
inside of the sides of the primer pocket with 
the end of the tube, and seat the insert with 
a large primer pin, and let stand for 24 
hours. The tiny beveled edge of the insert 
goes in first. The insert was then chamfered 
with a 60° countersink. The primers will still 
be tight, and the primers crushed during

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seating. The Whitetail Match Prep carbide 
tool was tried, but the pockets are deeper 
than the tool will reach, and the inside of the 
insert was scored up. The answer was quite 
simple . . . once | found it. A 3/16” wooden 
dowel was chucked up in an electric drill, 
some 900 grit lapping compound was used 
on the end of the dowel, and pushed into the 
primer pocket for ten seconds. The com- 
pound is cleaned out of the pocket, and a 
primer seated. If it feels like a new case, it’s 
ready to go. If not, deprime and lap a few 
seconds more ... and try priming again. 
After you’ve processed a few cases, you'll 
rapidly have the hang of it, and things will 
move along at a good clip. 

Because the small primer is smaller than 
the large primer, in both depth and diame- 
ter, the properly seated primer is seated 
somewhat lower, and as a result, firing pin 
protrusion can’t be short, or misfires can be 
expected. The Hart bolt that we were using 
gave us no problems at all. 

Does the rifle shoot? You bet! The 1-14 
twist Krieger barrel certainly is a good one. 
In practice we had a gratifying number of 
groups “in the ones”, even when fireforming 
cases. From my point of view, and probably 
due to mind-set, the small rifle primer pro- 
duces the best groups. The case capacity 
runs something like an average of 1.1 grains

more powder than the 6PPC. The barrel 
produced no more copper fouling than 
would be routinely found with an average 
button rifled barrel, and just was not a prob- 
lem.

Dear Wesley, 

| should warn you, at the beginning, that | 
am not an expert on the M16/AR15, al- 
though | have shot some that are extremely 
accurate. In addition, even though you fear 
that Brennan would give you directions for 
going to hell, word is that you should not 
worry about ending up there if you follow his 
directions. In spite of the fact that his own 
arrival there is a certainty, his ability to give 
you guidance is suspect. 

If your desire is to shoot the Service Rifle 
in NRA competition, you could not have 
picked a worse time to do it with an AR15. 
Since Colt terminated civilian sales several 
weeks ago, the prices in my part of the 
country have gone out of sight. | have seen 
many ads in the paper asking up to $1,000 
for a “standard”, and as much as $1,500 for 
an HBAR. So, my guess is that if price is any 
consideration, you will find that the AR15 is 
pretty steep. 

Consider, first, that the true “rat gun” 
does not qualify under NRA rules as a 
“Service Rifle.” Jeff Bartlett’s rifle is a good 
example: it has a barrel that looks like a 
truck axle; a non-issue hand guard; a globe 
front sight; the carrying handle has been re- 
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BUDDY SALYER 


moved and a set of (I think) Palma sights in- 
Stalled. It also has a set trigger. 

If you have, or can get a copy of the May, 
1988, Precision Shooting, you will see what 
a real “mouse gun” is. Having looked at 
those rifles, and read the NRA Highpower 
Rules on the AR15, you will immediately see 
that the rifles that Bill Wylde builds as “rat 
guns” are not legal for Service Rifle compe- 
tition. However, they do qualify as “Match 
Rifles” and can be shot in competition. 

At any rate, if this is the rifle you have in 
mind, Bill Wylde will quote you a price, and | 
suspect that it will be considerably more 
than an HBAR, even at current prices. | 
have not heard of anyone else who is build- 
ing “rat guns” at the moment, but! am satis- 
fied that there are any number of competent 
gunsmiths around who could do something 
similar to Bill’s guns. 

At the present, | am not aware of anyone 
who is manufacturing “match grade” receiv- 
ers, but it is my impression that most receiv- 
ers on the market are acceptable for build- 
ing good rifles. The important thing is in the 
fitting, and Bill Wylde’s article in the issue re- 
ferred to above tells you the most important 
things in achieving accuracy: a good free- 
floated barrel, a gas tube that doesn’t bind, 
and a good trigger. Otherwise, his experi- 
ence (and he has more than any other per- 
son | know of) is that bedding and fitting of 
the upper and lower receivers is not critical 
and is of no special consequence. However, 
lapping the bolt lugs seems to help, but that 
applies to any rifle, not just the Colt. 


| am told by those who are into AR15’s 
that the SGW receiver is excellent. 


If you are sold on the AR15, then here is 
what | recommend. Look around and find a 
reasonably priced HBAR. Not everyone is 
going to ask an arm and a leg. Unless you 
are a Master Class shooter, a rifle that has 
been reasonably cared for will shoot consid- 
erably better than you can, at least until you 
become really talented in reading mirage 
and wind. It will not penalize you. | specify 
the HBAR because it has the improved sight 
adjustments, which are critical in match 
work. When the wind picks up or the skies 
cloud over, trying to adjust the old style 
sights with the tip of a bullet, or even a spe- 
cial tool, is a ghastly experience when the 
loudspeaker is blaring, “All ready on the fir- 
ing line.” 

Then, have a trigger job done on it. Any 
armorer who works for any of the National 
Guard, Reserve, or other service teams will 
do the work on a moonlighting basis, and 
the going price (as of last August) was about 
$50.00. However, make him let you try 
some triggers he has worked on, and weigh 
some of his work. When they put the hooks 
on a rifle at a match and the hammer pulls 
off, you don’t shoot until it is right. It will 
make a tremendous difference in how you 
shoot. Williams Trigger Specialty also does 
work on these rifles, and the reports | have 
heard are good. CAUTION: the armorers | 
have talked to emphasize that while an am- 
ateur gunsmith can sometimes do ade- 
quate work on other rifles, the Colt is appar- 
ently very temperamental about who 
touches it. You have to meet that 4 1/2- 
pound trigger pull requirement.

If you do your job, the rifle will certainly do 
its job, and you need not fear that the bolt 
action shooters are going to have an edge 
on you. A hurried glance indicates that 64% 
of the top 100 shooters in the National 
Highpower Rifle Championships at Camp 
Perry last year were shooting gas guns. 

One of my shooting buddies, Dennis 
Human, has put his National Match M1A 
back into the cabinet and is currently using 
an HBAR. Without doing any load develop- 
ment at all, and using a recommended load 
from Jeff Bartlett, his rifle is capable of 
groups measuring 1 1/4 to 1 1/2 inches at 
300 yards. He has found that the fast twist 
in the barrel will shoot light bullets — 52 to 
55 grains — as well as it does the 69-gr. 
BTHP’s. In fact, he prefers the lighter bullets 
out to 200 yards, and will even use them at 
300 yards unless there is a real storm blow- 
ing across the course. 

If you can learn to shoot the AR15 well off- 
hand, you should be able to fire some very 
adequate scores out to 300 yards without a 
whole lot of practice. | have seen some over- 
all match scores improve tremendously as a 
result of the improvement on the rapid-fire 
courses. Usually, however, standing scores 
will come down from what a shooter usually 
achieves with an M1A or Garand. The Colt 
simply does not have enough weight to 
compensate for the “quivers and heaves”. 

The problem will be at 600 yards. Even 
Bartlett admits that the .223 is highly sensi- 
tive to wind at that range. This is why you 
need the HBAR with the 1-in-7 twist; the 
standard barrel simply won't stabilize 69- 
grain bullets that are essential for that dis- 
tance. 

One precaution about rapid-fire shooting

with the Colt. Current Colt magazines have 
a short plastic follower. In rapid fire, there is 
enough space in the magazine to let the fol- 
lower “cock” up and cause a stove-pipe 
jam. Look for the older “issue” magazines, 
which have deep metal followers, and guard 
them with your life. Dennis had two alibis in 
one match at Perry last year. Finally ran out 
of alibi ammo and took a beating on his 
score. 

If you have not been shooting NRA or 
DCM matches, and cost is a concern, then 
my recommendation is that you start with a 
“standard” M1A. Again, |am assuming that 
you are not a Master Class shooter. You 
can find a used “standard” model for $400 
to $500. The receiver and trigger group can 
be glass bedded using directions for the 
Garand, and will do more than anything else 
to improve accuracy. With a set of match 
sights (about $80.0), you would be in busi- 
ness. Even if you insist on a National Match 
barrel, you could have this installed for less 
than $200.00. | believe you could go to the 
line with a rifle that would hold the 10-ring for 
about $600.00 if you shop carefully. 

An even less expensive way to go is to 
purchase one of the Garands currently 
being offered. You can get them by the 
sackfull for $250 each. A match grade barrel 
can be installed for approximately $150. 
You do the glass bedding, install a set of 
match sights, and you can come in for under 
$500. Hell, shoot standard sights for a year 
and you can do it for $400 even. This is as- 
suming that the operating rod and gas 
cylindar are in fair condition. 

| have slightly more than $400.00 invest- 
ed in my Garand, and it will clean out the 
X-ring at 100 yards using sand bags. | am 
not capable of that kind of shooting under 
match conditions. 

| suspect that in the Marines, you shot 
about as much as the average Leatherneck 
— annual qualification. May | suggest that if 
competition shooting is new to you, the 
heavier service rifles will be more forgiving 
of poor technique and lack of knowledge. It

then transfer your die to the loading press. It will place the bullet 
to the lands of your rifle without using any measuring devices what- 
soever. It does it all for you. This guage keeps track of any washout 
in the lands of your rifle.

THE .240 BADGER 


Dear Dave 

This may not be the longest confirmed kill 
on a prairie dog ever, but it sure as heck is 
MY personal longest. 
~ The deed was accomplished on May 
20th, 1989, at 10:00 a.m. The wind, at the 
time, was metered at 3.1 to 4.2 miles per 
hour. The barometric pressure was 30-35, 
humidity was 33 percent, the skies were 
clear, and light mirage was present. 

The rifle was based on a Stolle Polar ac- 
tion, with a 28 inch Lilja barrel, Lee Six 
heavy bench stock, a Leupold-Premier 14.5 
- 35x scope, with gunsmithing by Dan Lilja 
and stocking by yours truly. 

The cartridge was an experimental 6mm, 
based on the .284 Winchester case, which | 
call the .240 Badger. It pushes a Walt 
Berger 80 grain bullet along at a 
chronographed 3721 feet per second. 

The actual distance for this shot was 813 
yards, calculated by carefully pacing off the 
distance to and from the deceased prairie 
dog. The distance for the shot, prior to firing 
same, was calculated; no laser range finder 
was handy at the time. 

So much for the mundane details, and on 
to the story. 

We were shooting prairie dogs in Baxter 
Basin, which is about 15 miles east of Rock 
Springs, Wyoming. “We” is myself, Joe 
Kelly, his son Tom, and his wife Theresa. It 
was cold and windy early in the morning, 
and few prairie dogs were up and about.

This was a bit of a disappointment, since we 
wanted to have the younger set get in some 
shooting. Eventually we encountered a 
number of them at a distance of about 250 
yards, and the kids had a good time shoot- 
ing at them with a .22-250. Tom’s wife The- 
resa very quickly became familiar with the 
workings of the spotting scope, and was 
making good calls on shot placement. As 
the day went on it began to warm up, and 
the wind died down considerably. 

After a while we hauled out the new gun, 
the .240 Badger, and set it up on the rest, 
with much grunting and groaning as accom- 
paniment ... the darn thing weighs over 
thirty pounds. This was the first trip to game 
fields for the Badger, and | was very inter- 
ested in what the performance of the 80 
grain 6mm would turn out to be. | made a kill 
at 400 yards and then let Tom try the gun. 
He caught on very quickly to my instructions 
(he is a sailor, and accustomed to direc- 
tions). He made a kill at 400 yards, and then 
one at 600 yards. It is quite amazing how 
quickly these kids learn things today. it took 
me years before | was hitting prairie dogs at 
such distances! 

The Old Fart was fidgeting about, want- 
ing to try the gun. Finally | relented, when he 
began to whimper. Naturally, having wit- 
nessed 400 and 600 yard kills, there was no 
way he was going to be outdone, so he 
started off with a prairie dog who was way

to hell-and-gone-down-the-road. We mis- 
judged the distance at 600 yards, and it 
took us four shots to get on target. The bot- 
tom dot in my scope is calculated to be “on” 
at 720 yards. He held 20 inches high with 
that dot, and about 18 inches right to com- 
pensate for the wind. I’ll be darned if he did- 
n't kill it. That was just about too much to 
put up with . . . | mean it was MY rifle, and 
here was everybody in the whole world 
making spectacular shots with it... except 
me. | booted him off the bench, and elected 
to see what | could do with the prairie dog 
population out at that same set of mounds. | 
killed two of them, but | had several misses 
while | was at it. 

The four of us walked out, and after con- 
siderable searching we found the mounds 
where we had been shooting at. It may 
sound strange, but when you have to walk 
that distance, past hundreds of prairie dog 
mounds, it is difficult to locate the particular 
ones that you are shooting at. 

However, we did find them, and here is 
the problem ... we could only find ONE 
prairie dog. The other two we could not lo- 
cate. So, who holds the record. . .meor the 
Old Fart? Since he could not positively iden- 
tify the deceased prairie dog as the one he 
shot. ..and since it!S my rifle. . .| resolved 
the quandary ... in my favor of course. It

was a dirty job, but someone had to do it. 
Besides, record holders should be hand- 
some and articulate . . . and these qualifica- 
tions seemed to demand my selection. The 
Old Fart disagreed, of course, but | was the 
official winner, that was that, and he could 
disagree until the cows came home . . . the 
decision was final. 

At any rate we paced it off, and after al- 
lowing for stride measurements and minor 
ups and downs of the terrain we agreed on 
the distance as being 813 yards. The known 
bullet trajectory would tend to confirm this. 
Tom and Theresa witnessed it all, and the 
fact that they are kinfolk has nothing to do 
with it. 

| might as well tell you about the cartridge, 
since | am sure to get letters on it anyway. 
There seem to be a lot of varmint shooters 
out there who are nuts about wildcats. The 
Badger is basically the 6mm/.284 wildcat 
with the shoulder pushed back to give a 
.325 neck length. The neck size is .264, but | 
would prefer it at .268, since the .264 dimen- 
sion requires that a heck of a lot of brass 
must be turned off. After the necking down 
process the shoulder angle is left un- 
changed at 35 degrees. 

My original intent, at the time that | was 
whumping up this wildcat, was to be able to 
drive an 85 grain 6mm varmint bullet at 3800 
feet per second, and provide a longer neck 
than the itty-bitty one on most wildcats. 
Also | wanted to be able to burn a lot of slow 
burning powder without having to resort to 
a magnum primer. The .284 case is short 
and fat, and the Federal 210 match primer 
works very well. Accuracy is very good, the 
gun shoots “low threes and high twos” con- 
sistently, with an occasional foray down into 
the ones if | have had enough sleep, and 
have a handle on the prevailing weather

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a charge of IMR 4831 behind the Berger 80 
grain hollow point, which chronographs just 
over 3700 without undue pressure. Walt’s 
bullets are very good, and have expanded 
reliably on prairie dogs at every distance 
that I’ve tried them. 

The case has more capacity than needed 
for 85 grain bullets, so | tried some of the 
Berger 105 grain BTHP bullets. These bul- 
lets were designed by Bill Davis and Lou 
Palmisano for our national shooters to have 
a better chance of beating the Russians 
with a wind bucking bullet that would have 
less recoil than the .30 calibers which have 
always been our traditional approach to 300 
meter competition. This bullet has been 
given the designation of 6mm VLD (very low 
drag). Its ballistic coefficient is a very high 
.625 figure, and they are very wicked look- 
ing little projectiles. Walt Berger is turning 
out some very interesting 6mm bullets these 
days, in a wide variety of bullet weights. 

With some healthy charges of very slow 
burning powder | was able to get the 105 
VLD up to 3500 feet per second, without ex- 
cessive pressure. A varmint hunter’s 
dream. | also proved, beyond a shadow of a 
doubt, that a 12 twist barrel will not stabilize 
these bullets; they were keyholing every 
time at 100 yards. Oh well, back to the slush 
fund, and order a new barrel with a faster 
twist. A word to the wise here: the 6mm/ 
.284 “standard” wildcat, or the .240 
Weatherby Magnum will probably work just 
as wellas the .240 Badger, without the case 
forming headaches, let alone the cost of 
special dies and reamers. | designed the 
case for my own purposes, and because | 
wanted to learn a bit about the process of 
fooling with a new wildcat. Actually | learned 
a lot more than | expected, and | now have 
some sympathy for others who do similar 
experiments. Overall | am very happy with 
my results, even if, as recently pointed out in 
these pages, a new wildcat doesn’t always 
make good financial sense. 

| haven't said much about the scope, but 
so far | like it. The variable allows a good 
field of view at 14.5 power, and can be 
zoomed up without a change in bullet im- 
pact. Also it can be zoomed back down 
when the mirage starts to get nasty. On the 
high end it gets a bit dark, but it is still very 
usable in good, clear conditions. The gun is 
heavy enough that recoil is negligible, and | 
can shoot it all day without discomfort. 

| have to leave town for a few days on 
business, but | will shortly be returning to 
Zortman, Montana for the next “prairie dog 
war”. We'llsend you a report on that one on 
our return.

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CHOOSING A LONG-RANGE CARTRIDGE 


Buddy R. Salyer 


In a previous article, | mentioned a project dear to my heart: build- 
ing a 1,000 yard rifle for NRA matches. My plans have been to cre- 
ate the “definitive” rifle, one which not only is superbly accurate, but 
which is capable of minimizing not only the shooter’s deficiencies, 
but also penalize one the least for the inherent lack of consistency 
that all ammunition has. 

In thinking about the rifle, | have kept two things in mind: wind and 
velocity consistency. In my opinion, these two factors, other than 
the shooter himself, have greater influence on scores than anything 
else at extreme ranges. Both are negligible at 200 yards when 
shooting highpower, although they may be critical at even shorter 
ranges when shooting smallbore or benchrest. 

For example, with the “standard” highpower round — a .308 
Winchester cartridge, using a Sierra 168-gr HPBT bullet at about 
2,550 fps— a change of 5 mph in the wind speed at 3 o'clock will 
change the point of impact about .9 inch at 200 yards. Certainly not 
much when you consider the size of the 10-ring. Yet, the shooter at 
a benchrest match who ignored that much change — or, more like- 
ly, was unable to “read” it — would find himself at the bottom of the 
Statistics. 

By the same token, a change of 40 fps in the velocity of this round 
at 200 yards results in a difference in point of impact of less than 1/2 
inch, a difference that would destroy a benchrest shooter or 
smallbore competitor, but not bother a highpower shooter at all. 

However, once you go out to 1,000 yards, these changes are 
magnified out of all proportion to what you see at shorter ranges. 
The drift in minutes is not linear when plotted on a graph, but is geo- 
metrical. At 200 yards, as shown above, the change in point of im- 
pact is about 1/2 minute. That change of 5 mph in the wind at 1,000 
yards moves the point of impact nearly six feet (or 7 1/2 minutes), 
and the 40 fps change in velocity will result in a change in drop of 
about 17 inches. 

It becomes apparent, then, that even if a shooter is a 
“hardholder”, minute changes in wind and small discrepancies in 
the consistency of the ammunition can be disastrous. 

Actually, selecting a cartridge is not the problem; selecting the 
bullet is the goal. The accuracy of a bullet at all velocities being as- 
sumed, then the greater the velocity, the smaller the penalty, at 
least with wind. Having established the most desirable bullet, it then 
becomes a matter of finding the case which will fire it the fastest. 

In pursuing this analysis, | have used Sierra’s Ballistics Program 
(of which more later) on my office computer. With it, | was able to run 
tables showing the drift and trajectory of various bullets at several 
velocities and compare their theoretical performance. With the 
computer program, it was a simple task. Type in the information and 
you quickly have the results. 

| chose to look at three calibers: 6.5 mm, which was once touted

as being the long-range bullet of the future; 7mm, because of the 
high ballistic coefficient of Sierra’s match bullet; and .308, because 
this caliber, in various weights, is the most commonly used. | used 
Sierra’s bullets and their data, and looked at the following bul- 
lets: 


.264 140-gr BTHP 
7mm 168-gr BTHP 
308 168-gr. BTHP 
.308 180-gr BTHP 
.308 190-gr. BTHP 
.308 200-gr. BTHP 
.308 220-gr BTHP 


My study was aimed at comparing them at the highest realistic 
velocity | could imagine for the bullets. Since | was already leaning 
toward the 7mm bullet, | used the highest reliable velocity | had seen 
published for it: Sierra’s data on the 7mm-300 Weatherby, which 
showed a velocity of 3,254 fps. On the others, | gave them the bene- 
fit of the doubt by adding 100 fps to Sierra’s highest listed velocities, 
knowing that some fool out there can always find a way to boostit a 
little bit without blowing the lugs clear off his bolt. In addition, | threw 
in the round | fired with my Garand last year: the “standard” National 
Match load of a .308 Winchester using a Sierra 168-gr. BTHP at 
about 2,550 fps. This is identified below as .308 (st). | also included 
a .308 loaded with the same bullet at 2,900 fps, identified as .308 
(ht). 

Doing this, | used the following velocities: 

1. .264 Winchester Magnum: 3,100 fps. 

2. 7mm-300 Weatherby: 3,250 fps. 

3. .308 Winchester(168-gr. bullet): 2,550 fps(st) 

3. .308 Winchester (168-gr bullet): 2,900 fps.(ht) 

4. .30-.338 OR .300 Weatherby Magnum: 

180-gr. bullet: 3,200 fps. 
190-gr. bullet: 3,100 fps. 
200-gr. bullet: 3,100 fps. 
220-gr. bullet: 2,900 fps. 


As most readers know, bullets perform better or worse on the 
basis of their ballistics coefficient (BC), which is a figure represent- 
ing the aerodynamics of the bullet. What many shooters don’t know 
is that a given bullet may have several BC’s, depending onits veloci- 
ty at any given moment. The Sierra 220-gr. Matchking has a BC of 
.655 at 2,700 fps and above, but a BC of only .610 at 1,600 fps or 
below. Sierra’s newest tables give these different BC’s for most of 
their bullets, and their computer ballistics program is designed to 
take these changes into account. Looking at their tables, we see 
that the bullets under consideration have the following BC’s:

Given this information, it seems apparent that the 7mm bullet and 
the .308 220-gr bullet should perform better than all others, since 
they have the highest BC. 

Incidentally, | have great faith in the reliability of these computer 
programs. Before firing long range for the first time last year, | had 
no idea what kind of sight adjustments to make for that distance. | 
chronographed my load, and ran a program that showed the bullet 
hitting about 45 inches high at 100 yards in order to hit the point of 
aim at 1,000 yards. | made myself a tall target, adjusted until | was 
hitting the target 45 inches above the point of aim, and counted the 
clicks. At Perry, | cranked in the clicks and let fly, while holding some 
“white” above the front sight. My first round hit the sandbags, which 
was seen by my spotter. At that point, | was apprehensive about the 
usefulness of the computer until it occurred to me that the bullet had 
hit only a few inches below the point of aim. If | had remembered to 
crank in four to five clicks to get from the point of aim to the center of 
the bull, | would have had at least an “8”, and maybe a “9”, on my 
first sighter. 

At any rate, here’s what the computer showed.

Several things can be concluded from this table. First, the 7mm 
bullet is least affected by the wind, with the 200 and 220-gr bullets 
being next in line, in that order. Since the 1000-yard target has a 10- 
inch X-ring and a 20-inch 10-ring, a shooter who has found his zero 
dead center in a steady wind and did not watch the flags could ex- 
pect a 5 mph wind change to move him into the 7-ring with any of the 
bullets tested. However, with the .30 caliber 168-gr. bullet, that 
wind change would result in going clear off the paper — and it hap- 
pened to me last summer. 

With the 7mm bullet, any change short of 5 mph would be less 
likely to drop a point than with any other bullet, and it had a comfort- 
able margin over any of the .30 caliber bullets. 


DROP 

We all know that any difference in the velocity of two rounds will 
result in a vertical stringing. The question is: how much? One of the 
benefits of handloading is that we can do precision measuring of 
powder, select the most consistent primers, weigh cases, and so 
on. Even with all our efforts, a chronograph will show some variation 
shot to shot. We can theorize about the cause, but can never know 
for sure what caused it; therefore, we can never eliminate it. We only 
hope that our efforts reduce the inconsistency to a minimum. 

| attempted to find out how much difference in point of impact 
would result from variations in velocity. | must confess that | have 
done NO velocity testing on magnum cases, so | have no idea what 
kind of consistency can be expected from them, as compared to, 
say, a .308 Winchester or .22 PPC. Some testing | did last year on 
some factory loaded .308 Winchester match ammo has an extreme 
spread of 15 fps). For the purposes of this study, | used an extreme 
spread of 40 fps, and assumed that this would be considered fairly 
good for magnums. It may not be. 

At any rate, realizing that such variations are possible, the results 
were a real revelation. The table shows the bullet drop, ininches, at 
the highest realistic velocity (High Drop) and the drop at 40 fps lower 
velocity (Low Drop), with the difference. However, my physicist 
friends tell me that the difference in point of impact will be somewhat 
less than the total difference in drop shown. The figures below rep- 
resent the drop of a bullet fired from a perfectly level barrel.

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Again, several things can be learned from the results. 

First, the 7mm is least affected by “erratic” velocity, but the signif- 
icance of that fact depends on just how much variation one gets. 
Again, | don’t know how much consistency can be expected in large 
magnums, so it may not be a critical factor. At any rate, it is clear 
that the point of impact with all bullets is enough to move you out of 
the X-ring to the 10-ring, which certainly is enough to make a differ- 
ence in who wins a match. In the case of a .308 Winchester fired at 
standard velocities, the variation is enough to move you into the 
8-ring. 

There is another bit of data that is produced by the ballistics pro- 
gram that interests me, but about which | can say nothing authorita- 
tive: the highest point of the bullet path, above point of aim, in pass- 
ing down range. The program produced these results:

Now, what is the point of all this? Given a cross-wind blowing on 
the range, | would think that the bullet that gains the most altitude 
going down range would be the most affected by the wind. | am as- 
suming that in a breeze blowing across the ground, the air closest 
to the ground would be slower than that above. But | don’t know 
that. | have done a diligent search of the local university library, but 
find nothing that answers the question. However, | do know that at 
Camp Perry, the first ten firing points on the left are the most desir- 
able when the wind is blowing from the left — a row of trees that 
runs down the boundary of the range gives absolute protection 
when shooting at 600 yards. My first year there, | shot on the third 
firing point at 600 yards and had no windage cranked in, while the 
shooters on the far end were using about 10-12 clicks of adjust- 
ment, and riding it back and forth. If | had been firing the 1,000 yard 
match, | am certain that | would have had wind problems, because 
the rise on that bullet would top much of the greenery along the 
fence. 

If this theory is correct, then the 7 mm, which has a six-foot rise, is 
going to do a hell of a lot better than the 168-gr .30 caliber bullet, 
which has nearly 14 feet of rise. How much advantage this would 
give you is pure speculation, and may depend on where you are 
shooting. 

Another factor which | have wondered about, but for which | have 
no authoritative answer, is the quality of the bullets themselves. It 
has been suggested by some very reliable men that the main prob- 
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lem with 7mm match bullets is in getting good consistency in draw- 
ing jackets. It seems, according to them, that the long 7mm jacket is 
hard to produce and the variation in thickness around the circumfer- 
ence creates a bullet that is more unbalanced than the .30 caliber. If 
this is so — and | have no information one way or the other — then it 
may be that the 7mm is inherently more inaccurate than others. 
Since | don’t have the equipment to test bullet jackets, and don’t 
have a 7mm rifle, | can’t shed any light on this question. If anyone 
out there has something that qualifies as more than a guess, | would 
like to hear it. 

Another claim made by one writer, whose qualifications might be 
suspect, is that Sierra’s claim for the BC of the 7mm match bullet is 
exaggerated. Looking at this claim with a lawyer’s skepticism, | 
have these reactions: first, if any company is capable of calculating 
a BC accurately, Sierra certainly is; second, it seems unlikely that a 
company would put its reputation on the line by publishing claims 
that can be tested by any shooter with a $99 chronograph and a 
pocket calculator; and finally, if the figures for the 7mm are exagge- 
rated, then it is likely that the figures for the .30 caliber bullets are 
also exaggerated. In that event, the 7mm should still come out 
ahead of the others, because if they are all exaggerated, then they 
are probably all exaggerated by similar amounts. Why favor one 
bullet over another? 

Another factor which concerns me, particularly with the 168-gr. 
.30 caliber bullet, is the bullet’s velocity relative to the speed of 
sound. When | worked the pits at Perry last year, we could hear bul- 
lets “zzzznnnnnggggg” over, having gone subsonic before reach- 
ing the target. A physicist friend assures me of this: since a moving 
projectile experiences certain turbulence as it goes supersonic, it 
will experience similar destabilizing forces as it returns to subsonic 
speed. | conceive that this could be significantly detrimental to accu- 
racy if it is occurring very far in front of the target. 

The speed of sound at a given location is determined by air tem- 
perature, humidity, altitude, barometric pressure and other things 
which are shown in a math formula by little squiggly things that | 
don’t understand. Nevertheless, under standard conditions — sea 
level, 68 degrees F., and such — the speed of sound is about 1130 
fps. The speed of sound increases with temperature, and under 
some relatively normal conditions — say, 90 degrees F. and high 
humidity, which is to say, a typical August day at Camp Perry— 
sound may travel as fast as 1198 fps. 

My tables show that the standard .308 168-gr. bullet has 
dropped to that velocity at about 900 yards, and is probably experi- 
encing barrier turbulence before then. | haven't been able to find out 
too much about this turbulence and where the onset occurs. In any 
event, it could be happening at 800 yards or sooner. This same bul- 
let fired at 2,900 fps reaches the target at 1,313 fps, and may also 
be experiencing instability before reaching the target, even thoughit 
does not drop below the speed of sound. 

All the other bullets considered reach 1,000 yards well above the 
speed of sound, so there should not be any problem unless buffet- 
ing occurs at 1,550 fps or higher. 
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The last thing | have considered in trying to select a long-range 
bullet is the recoil. | used Pro-Ware’s Ballistics Program to calculate 
the recoil of a theoretical rifle weighing 14 pounds, using each of the 
bullets in question in front of the largest powder charge in the book. 
This was compared to my 9.5 pound Garand firing a standard NM 
load. The results are as follows:

It seems to me that if recoil were the only factor to be considered, 
there would be little difference in the 7mm and the .30 caliber mag- 
nums. One thing is certain, however: none of these more ballistically 
desirable cartridges is going to leave you feeling like you are com- 
peting in a gallery match. | have shot the big Sharps and a .375 
H&H, and there is really nothing pleasant about it. If the .30’s had 


better trajectories, | would not turn them down because of recoil, 
although that 220-gr. bullet looks intimidating. 

After all this, my plans are to go with the 7mm-.300 Weatherby in 
spite of the ridiculous cost of the brass. One gunsmith has recom- 
mended the 8mm Magnum because the brass is cheaper, but | fig- 
ure with the .300 Weatherby, there will be less work in necking the 
brass and less chance in losing cases. 

Certainly | don’t expect it to make me a winner, at least not for a 
few years, because although it will minimize my poor ability to read 
wind, and reduce the effects of velocity variation, it will not suddenly 
instill in me the skill that only comes from many years of shooting. 
Look, folks, at this point in my development, | could go to the range 
with a .50 BMG rail gun and still come in second to a Gary Anderson 
or Patrick McCann using a Krag. However, | can assure myself that | 
will have a score considerably better than the one | had last year 
when one shot blew clear off one side of the target and almost off 
the other when | failed to notice that the wind had completely 
changed directions. 

Savage has provided me with a lovely custom-made 110 mag- 
num action, without a magazine cut. Once | get it barreled and 
stocked, we will find out what the real potential of this cartridge 
is.

I’ve looked over the target Geza Nagy 
sent in for the .30 Fruitcake (May, page 30) 
and have a few comments.

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AIR DENSITY AND BULLET PERFORMANCE 


by Dan Lilja 


Primarily the concern of long-range rifle- 
men, air density is a factor that affects all 
bullets. As soon as a bullet leaves the muz- 
zle it starts to slow down in velocity and also 
begins to drop. The reason for the velocity 
loss is of course drag caused by the air and 
the drop, by gravity. Gravity is constant, but 
air drag varies with air density. 

The density of the air into which we fire 
our bullets has a similar but opposite effect 
on airplanes. That is an airplane performs 
more efficiently in terms of lift in dense air. If 
it has a carburetor engine, it produces more 
horsepower in denser air. Bullets, on the 
other hand perform better in less dense air. 
The performance of both is predictable if the 
density of the air is known and the perform- 
ance characteristics of the bullet or airplane 
are known under standard conditions. 

The performance indictor of a bullet is its 
ballistic coefficient. Ballistic coefficient de- 
scribes a bullet’s ability to resist drag 
caused by the air. If the ballistic coefficient 
and muzzle velocity, are known, the down- 
range bullet performance can be predicted 
by modifying the ballistic coefficient from 
standard air density conditions to those of 
the present air density. 

The ballistic coefficient of a bullet for stan- 
dard conditions is available from the bullet 
manufacturer. It can also be determined 
from actual firing tests using two chrono- 
graphs. Ballistic tables based on G1 or 
Ingall’s tables use as standard conditions, 
29.5275” of pressure, 59 degrees F., and 
78 percent humidity at sea level altitude, 
often referred to as Standard Metro. These 
are the standard conditions used by Sierra 
and Hornady bullets. Speer Bullets and 
Nosler Bullets have used the International 
Civil Aviation Organization, (ICAO), stan- 
dards of 29.921” of mercury, the same tem- 
perature of 59 degrees F., and zero percent 
humidity at sea level. The difference results 
in a minor change in ballistic coefficient of 
less than two percent. 
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Air density can be measured relatively 
easily. The factors that determine the densi- 
ty are barometric pressure, air temperature, 
and relative humidity. Using formulas that 
will be described later, the ballistic coeffi- 
cient of the bullet will be modified to account 
for the changes in air density. 

The effect of humidity is negligible and 
can for most practical applications be ig- 
nored. For example, an extreme change 
from one percent relative humidity to 100 
percent changes the ballistic coefficient by 
only about one percent. The reason for this 
is probably that when the air is 100 percent 
saturated with water vapor it still contains 
only four percent water vapor. Absolute 
barometric pressure (including altitude 
changes) and to alesser extent air tempera- 
ture, on the other hand, can have a much 
greater effect. 

Barometric pressure is measured in inch- 
es of mercury, or in the metric system, in mil- 
libars. As mentioned above, the ICAO rec- 
ognizes 29.921 inches of pressure and 59 
degrees Fahrenheit as standard conditions 
for sea level. 
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Barometric pressure is constantly vary- 
ing with changes in weather systems. Abso- 
lute barometric pressure also varies with el- 
evation. Our atmosphere can be looked on 
as a very tall column of air. This column be- 
haves of course, as a gas and is compress- 
ible. For this reason the pressure must de- 
crease with elevation. Itis the most dense at 
sea level. An increase in 1000 feet elevation 
will decrease the pressure approximately 
one inch. The actual, uncorrected for alti- 
tude, standard pressure for 1000 feet 
above sea level would be about an inch less 
than sea level. Actually it is 28.67”. This is 
sometimes confusing because local weath- 
er stations always give the barometric pres- 
sure as if it were at sea level. Thatis, a value 
is added to the uncorrected pressure or ab- 
solute pressure, depending on the local alti- 
tude, to make the pressure reading compa- 
rable to sea level pressures. The value that 
is added is also dependant on humidity, day 
and night average temperature, and local 
anomalies. 


As stated above, the standard tempera- 
ture for sea level is 59 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Standard temperature also changes with el- 
evation, decreasing as elevation increases. 

A decrease in barometric pressure reduc- 
es the density of the air. A decrease in tem- 
perature though, has the opposite effect, in- 
creasing air density. The rate at which 
altitude change decreases the density of the 
air, is greater than the effect of colder tem- 
peratures increasing the density, with the 
same altitude changes. As a result, the 
overall air density decreases with altitude 
under standard conditions.

sity can be a standard thermometer and a 
barometer. If the shooter lives close to sea 
level a standard household barometer can 
be used to measure pressure changes. For 
someone living in mountainous country 
though, the standard barometers do not 
have enough range to measure the chang- 
es. There are two ways around this. One is 
to obtain a barometer that reads in absolute 
pressure, that is, uncorrected for altitude. 
The other is to use an altimeter which is ac- 
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tually a wide ranging aneroid barometer that 
reads in feet instead of inches of mercury. 

As mentioned above there are formulas 
for modifying the ballistic coefficient of a bul- 
let with changes in temperature, barometric 
pressure and altitude. The Sierra 
handloading manual has a good section on 
this subject and | will present their formula. It 
is: 


Ceq = Ft x Fp x Fax Co 


Where: Ceq is the equivalent ballistic co- 
efficient for the current condi- 
tions 

Ft is the temperature correction factor 

and is found in the formula Ft =1 + (T- 
Tstd)/(Tstd + 459.4) 

Where: T is the actual temperature in de- 
grees F. and Tstdis the standard 
temperature for that altitude. 

Fpis the pressure correction factor and is 

found in the formula Fp = 1-(P-Pstd)/pstd 

Where: Pis the actual pressure and Pstd 
is the standard pressure for that 
altitude. 

Fa is the altitude correction factor and is 

found in the formula Fa = 1/e/\-hy) 

Where: h = 3.158 x 10A-5 
y = the altitude in feet 

(This formula for Fa is not in the Sierra 
manual. They list a table of factors in 
1000 feet elevation increments. The re- 
sults are the same with this formula and 
it can be used for any altitude.) 

Co is the ballistic coefficient for standard 

sea level conditions as given by the bullet 
manufacturer. 


From this formula we can see that with all 
of the air density elements taken into con- 
sideration, the ballistic coefficient of a bullet 
will have a higher value for air of less density 
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Some of the equipment used in measuring air density and in long range shooting. On the left is an 
Oehler Model 35P chronograph, next to it, the Ultimeter, three types of flight computers. On the 
right, a pair of Bausch & Lomb 20x80 binoculars.

than standard, and a lesser value for air of 
greater density than standard. 

If using these formulas to change the bal- 
listic coefficient in conjunction with an exte- 
rior ballistics software program, the modi- 
fied ballistic coefficient should be entered 
into the program and the altitude and tem- 
perature inputs left at standard sealevel 
conditions. An easy method of entering non 
standard local barometric pressure varia- 
tions is to simply change the altitude being 
entered. Remember than an inch of pres- 
sure change is worth about 1000’. As pres- 
Sure goes up, altitude goes down. 

Using an altimeter is actually a much sim- 
pler method for measuring current baromet- 
ric pressure. In determining long-range tra- 


jectories with most commonly available 
exterior ballistics software, two of the input 
variables are temperature and _ altitude. 
Both are easily measured. 

Referring again to the similarities be- 
tween airplanes and bullets, what we are re- 
ally looking for is, in aviation jargon, density 
altitude. Density altitude is the altitude cor- 
rected for local barometric pressure and 
temperature. 

How is density altitude computed? Again, 
it is a simple procedure. First we need to 
correct the altitude for local variations in 
barometric pressure. To do this, the pres- 
sure altitude is determined by setting the 
standard pressure of 29.92” into the altime- 
ter. That is you are “fooling” the altimeter 
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into thinking that the current barometric 
pressure is standard as opposed to the ac- 
tual pressure. The altimeter will then read 
the pressure altitude for those conditions. 
For those not familiar with altimeters, this 
may sound complicated, but it is really a 
very common and simple procedure used 
by all pilots. Now that we have accounted 
for local pressure, we need to consider the 
temperature effect. 

There is also a simple calculation requir- 
ing the use of a flight computer. A flight com- 
puter is a handy slide rule type computer. It 
can determine a number of things for a pilot 
such as wind vectors, fuel remaining, time to 
destination, etc. For our application, 
though, we are interested only in the density 
altitude portion of the computer. In addition 
to slide rule type flight computers, small 
electronic pocket type calculators are avail- 
able. They perform the same functions. In 
use the pressure altitude is entered into the 
computer along with the current tempera- 
ture and the output is the density altitude. 

As an example, let us say we are on a 
rock chuck hunt at an elevation of 4500 feet 
on a nice warm June day of 70 degrees F. 
We want to know the effects of the altitude 
and temperature on our bullet. First we 
need to determine the pressure altitude. 
There is a high pressure system developing 
over our area and the barometric pressure 
is going up. Because of this our pressure al- 
titude is 4250 feet, determined as described 
above. Combined with a temperature of 70 
degrees our density altitude is 5920 feet. 
That is to say the bullet would perform the 
same as if it were fired under the standard 
temperature and barometric pressure for 
5920 feet elevation. 

As an example of the difference in drop 
from an elevation change of 4500’ to 5920’, 
let’s take an 85 grain Sierra HP BT bullet 
with a ballistic coefficient of .279, from a 240 
Weatherby cartridge at a muzzle velocity of 
3500 fps. The difference in drop figures is 
not significant until the range is out to 1000 
yards or so — about 17 inches in difference. 
At that range and beyond however the dif- 
ference becomes greater. With a bullet of 
higher ballistic coefficient, the effect would 
be less. 

A solution to knowing the drop for the bul- 
let at varying ranges, then, is to have avail- 
able several drop charts calculated for dif- 
ferent altitudes (at standard temperatures), 
for density altitudes that might be expected 
on the trip. For example on our rock chuck 
hunt we might have along drop charts for 
4000, 4500, 5000, 5500, 6000, and 6500 
feet. Using the altimeter, a thermometer 
and the flight computer, we would deter- 
mine the density altitude. The bullet drop 
changes can then be read off of the correct 
chart for that density altitude. 
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Where can you get altimeters and flight 
computers? Take a trip down to the local

Dear Mr. Donaldson, 


Dick Noel and I took the Canadian trip as 
scheduled over lay 30th. We covered about 2,200 miles by motor, 
in the 9 days that we were away, and had about 54 davs to hunt 
or visit, although it ‘cained and blew very hard, most of this time, 
exceptfor the last day, when it blew harder than norma}. Chucks 
up there seem to mind the wind much more than the rain. 


Ontario had about 35 weeks of almost continuous rain before 
we arrived and likely have had at least two weeks of rain since we 
came home. The principal topic of conversation is the likelihood of 
a total or almost complete crop failure, except for grass, and a 
corn fallure, and a total or almost total apple, peach and plum 
failure as well. The public is indeed, very badly worried, as they 
have reason to be, Strawberry plants were 3" high, only. 


Noel killed about twice the chucks I expected and hoped he 
might. He bagged shout 44 and a jack rabbit. I killed 64 and two 
jacks. Last year I shot 45. I ain still considerably covered with 
barbed wire fence scratches and one gash har been very difficult to 
make heal, Matter of fact, it hasn't healed. | 


We had about ten different rifles in the group. at various 
times. Two .62-303 Varmint*R's, two .220 Swifts we took up, one a 
new heavy barrel 26" job.The only conclusion either of us can come 
to about the Swifts is that they were less deadly and efficient than 
any other caliber used, and that thev are mostly a damned nuisance 
in chuck hunting. Not sufficiently uniform in their shooting and 
Shey make too much noise. We had a .42-250 which killed very wed] ad 
turned ins good bag, of 17 tails and two which got in.Adams hed 
that one. It was a winchester set trigger 4.S. single shot. We 
had a Sharps-Borchardt R-s, which was shot rather little, due to 
not being able to sight it in, earlier. A K-Yornet with which I had 

nocked down sd straight last year. ity Yornet Model 54, with which 
killed 36 woodchucks on this trip, and had one run, over parts of 
NATIONAL BUSINESS2ayYS, in which I killed and bagged 19 x 21, shot one in the 
UATACATIONS 
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right shoulder from in front, and it got in, in a very high wind, 
and missed the nose of one while a fricnd was taking my photograph 
" killing a woodchuck. " I shot under its chin. My own fault. 


I killed 30 with the Swift and 12 with Parkinson's .170 Landis 
Wopdsman Special high side, set trigger dingle shot with 24" 

barrel, 0.75”at the muzzle. Tris rifle had a very beantiful trigger 
pull, for the Winchester tyne of D.S.T's, and I killed the first 

8 shot at, with 8 cartridges. Average shot on these was about 150 
yards. Killed one then at 239 yards and one at 250 yards, consecu- 
tively. Lost the 13th, oy a freak. Knocked it off the mound and it 
fell back of the mound, where Parkinson who went out to retrieve 
yelled it was helpless but t-rning around slowly in a very small 
circle. It had been shot in the side of the head.-~ I couldn't see 

4t and did not feel like climbing another barnmed wire fence at the 
time, so Dick finished it off with a shot, from where te stood. Or 
rather, sat. fhis was the only animal out of 14, which showed any 
digns of life after being struck with the ¢5-grain Sisk bullets. 

The others were killed go instankty, they never even kicked, insofar 
a8 we could see, and that included a jack rabbit shot at 95 paces 
while in motion, hit 2" farther back in the ribs than I like to him 
them, and it never even kicked a foot. I shot a jack rabbit on Tuesdays 
which was out feeding like a lawmmower, in a low place in a wheat fie. 
Thig shot struck exactly right, either in the heart, @r within a 
above it. That jack went down and kicked all over 15 or 20 feet of 
space, on its back. I paced the shot out as 174 yards. I could 

see it all the time, and it had a 3" to 4" bole in the opposite 
shoulder. This, with my Swift. 


I was supposed to nave the .170 rifle available all week, practically, 
for test, but only got down to get it friday, so only bad it the one 
day. Noel and I were so impressed by its remarkablo killing power 
we have both ordered similar rifles. 


Parkinson says this rifle gives clean penetration of 3/8" in steel 
plate and nearly through a steel plate, which would indicate a M.V- 
of 4400 to 4600 f.s. although I don't see how it gets that with such 
a very small case. The charge is 155 grains of 4320. 
At any rate, when shooting both rifles close together, I was certain 
the .170 was getting out to 300-250 yards quicker than the Swift 
Publskeady LOt, Lt seemed to be still rising at 300 yardg, although I never 
a et i BUSINESS 
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had opportunity to target the rifle with a single cartridge. Had to 

use Parkinson's sighting. The first 8 shots wé®e practically all hit 
either in the brain or within the upper 2" of the neck, and the 

average bullet tunnel is 1" to 3" in diameter and about a third of 

the bullets do not go through the chuck. I should say, it gives about 
Sdz39 to SO less of a wallop than the Swift, on the average shot, 

blows a tole a little more than 50 ag large in dianeter, but it 

kills like a bolt of lightning, causing ALL motion to stop in the anima 
struck. 


It did this for 13 straight kills, and then we had one which wags 
only disabled. Two versions o3 what happenedto that chuck differed 
slightly. One said the whole ace was blown off it, the other said it 
was shot in the side of the head, and the whole side of the head was 
covered with blood, Parkinreon did not bring the chuck to the ear, so t 
do not know, Most Canadians do not pick up woodchucks and carry them 
around, 


Ve came home through Coudersport, Pa. and to save me, I could not at 
that time, remember your friend& name. We ate breakfast there ini 
restaurant on the Hast side of town, and I asked three different people 
where such a man lived or had lived there, and none knew of such a 
person. We went over to the fish hatchery to look around, and to try 
to find out about him there, as I thought they might know him, but no 
one Was around as yet, the place was locked up, and as it was early 3a 
Sunday morning snd all we saw was some trout in pens. We saw a very 
few chuck holes on the hills East and South of Coudersport and saw 
about 5 within 10 miles of Wellsboro, where we went over to look at 
the Pennsylvania Canyon. 


We hunted in 5 different areas, in the G days we were in Canada, 
an@ had about the same luck in eaoh locality. Everything was so drowned 
out nearly all the chucks were on the highest ground around, in any 
locality. They had, by compulsion, left the grassy meadows. Most flat 
areas has 2" to 8" of water on the top of the ground and I was wet 
to the knees, each of the first three days, after which I hunted 
mostly from the car, as the whole crowd was insisting I might get 
pneumonia, although I deo not appear subject to pneumonia. 


We haard one report of two men killing 100 chucks in a day, the day 
before we hunted that locality, or at least part of it. One was suppose 
fdre killed 30 and the other 70. However, all we could find was 2 
NATIONAL Business 
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dead chucks, one that had been killed at least a week before, and a 
report from a farmer they had shot 3 at one hole, on his place. At 
any rate, there is a material difference between 100 and known 
kills. Up there, they just left their chucks lie whero they fall. 

No one lugs them around or hauls them around in a car, for photos. 
Ohuaks are too common. My best days were.16, 13 and 14. Adams came in 
with 17 tails one evening late. Dick was supposed to have shot 17 

on Tuesday, with the heavy rifle I had part of the time, the year 
before. But the three days he actually hunted with me he was killing 
4 to 7, but mostly at good long shots. 


Yis new heavy barrel .220 was shooting erratically. Some days it shot 
right on the button for a while. Then it would shpnot high consistently 
and other times low consistently. I would say that my .22 Hornet 
was consistently 500 to 100% more accurate than my .220 Swift, of the 
same model rifle. Voth with factory ammunition of Western Super-X 
make. Parkinsgone .,320 reloads were somewhat more accurate in Dick's 
rifle but by that time it was late in the week. 


That fool article in Outdoor Life, which the #ditor wrote and signed 
my name to, but none of which I wrote except part of the last paragraph 
caused a lot of troubbe. The local Game Wardens got together and decida 
THEY would issue_ng woodchuck hunting permits to TOURISTS--which means 
to people from this country, during 1947. Thonght there would be too 
many. They had had a little trouble with wild shooting by Canadian kids 
of 15 or 16, but not nearly as much as down here. I, of course, had no 
tronble to get my permits and licenses, not a bit, but if you ever go 
to Canada for a woodchuck hunt get vour woodchuck and your gun permit 
licénses before you leave home. I did. 


Dick and I wanted to stop to see Risley and Kilbourn, but found we 
were too far West to take the time to drive over. The sane thing 
applied in still greatef degree, to your locality. We came home through 
Buffalo and Bradford, Pa. and then East through Coudersport and down 
through Williamsport. 


Had you been along I think you would have changed your mind about 
the deadliness of the .22 Hornet,and about your ability to kill chucks 
offhand at 200 yards with a 20-power scope in that wind, 


the 64 chucks I killed and bagged, only one was struck back of 
t middle, and that was a xilling kidney shot, except one I had to 
NL, BUSINESS 
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shoot. through endwise from the rear, and which was killed instantly, 
but which would NOT turn around after a long wait. 


The worst feature of the shooting such ss we found it this Spring 
was the chuck or two or three which stand up, somewhere out in the middle 
of a wheat field, or a haw field, in which the grass or wheat is 6" to 
8" high. You hear the bullet give its hollow pumpkin sound on the 
chuck when it lands, the chuck suddenly disappears, you find you 
cannot get over or under the waving barbed wire fence where you want 
to climhover, with some sort of location line mapped out in vour mind 
and finally you get out somewhere in the middle of that Tield, and 
find maybe 12 to 25 holes, and you can't find your chuck, no blood, 
bullet splash, or any evidence of either a chuck or a hit. You may 
now and then findone so far dewn in his den you can harely see one 
toe and if you get him out you find the WHOLE hend shot off. T had 
that happen time and again, with the Swift. In that flat country, 
there often just isn{t anything to mark that chuck by, once he dis- 
appears from the skyline. Not « damn thing! 


You say, “ Why don't you mark down vour shots!" Inthe first place 
the grass is so thick on that black ground, it is like hair on a dog, 
most holes you can't find until you step in them, and practically NEVER 
does dirt fly when you shoot, Not when it is wet! Even the water don't 
spurt up, or the mud. Nothing. Not a thing! No markee--no findoe! 
Ontario grass fields are a lot different from those long bare, dusty 
bills in New York State. You'd play Hell finding 500 vard hits in that 
stuff. You are lucky to find shem closely at 1900 to 150 vards, and 
the longer ranged hits take a lot of looking around. If there were 
only ONE hole, it would be much easier, but holes go in groups up 
there. I recall one instance of where three heads came up one after 
the other across a grass field on the skyline. The two end chucks 
looked like raccoon, they were so big and black. I got off those shots 
both on a dime. Range 150 yards. The midéle one was unexpectedly a 
rotten ket off and didn't crack at all convingingly when the bullet 
landed, I hunted around for quite some time. The little runt was as 
dead as a salt mackerel on ten of his mound, exactly on the top of 
it, and I never found a thing of the other two. The other two were 
like slapping a stretched pair of pants, or a hollow gourd, with a 
paddle. lHeck,but those two went dcwm nice. Must have gone down to 
Chinae I shot both in the throat, from in front, which is normally a 
VERY deadly shot.

Am going to try Blue Dot in the 30 Herrett. 
Still have a lot of vertical, but am beginning 
to think it might be the scope or rifle. | will get 
a whole string of shots within an inch of ver- 
tical then a shot 4” high (200 yds.). Went 
from 20:1 lead/tin to 35:1 lead/tin and that 
solved the leading problem. Why? Does it 

‘upset sooner and prevent gas cutting? Am 
using “soft check” wads, mostly to hold 
powder in the case.

Dear Warren Greatbatch 

That old article entitled “The Upsetability 
of Bullet Metal Alloy” by Dr. Mann that you 
kindly sent me is great. If he only knew how 
close he was to heat treating his bullets! 
We went through the same struggle of unre- 
liability of hardness versus time. Roger and | 
are now getting hardness stability that 
holds to a fraction of a BHN number over 
years and yet lets us have bullets that are 
usable as soon as they come out of the 
draw oven and are lubed. If the tin/antimony 
to lead is too high and the bullet hardness is 
too high a BHN, then it’s not possible to 
draw it down and keep it down over time. 

Straight wheel weights will harden over 
30 BHN and can be drawn below 10 but, 
over time, will crawl up to 12 or 14. We 
found that if the WW is diluted 1:1 or 2:1 with 
lead, then the quench hardness drops to 25 
or 27 and the low draw will stabilize and hold 
where we want it over a period of time. 

Remember — tin lead, age softens; and 
antimony lead, age hardens. 

Dig back many issues where | illustrated 


that softer is better on bullets. Bullet hard- 
ness must be related to chamber pressure 
in order for the grease grove to collapse and 
squirt out the grease. A single groove is all 
you need. It’s very difficult to collapse the 
forward grooves. Your “soft checks” pre- 
vent the gas cutting and help the bullet to 
upset (collapse). Poly-wads do the same 
more accurately. 

Now, getting down to the tough one — 
vertical stringing in SS rifles. It’s definitely 
possible to eliminate. I’ve licked mine. 

1. You are stuck with a two-piece stock. 

2. Probably have a long barrel. 

3. Probably didn’t have the tang bedded 

tightly into butt stock. 

4. Probably have been raising muzzle 

before every shot. 

5. Probably haven’t been paying close 

attention to position of butt stock sand 
bag.

Don’t fret, Warren, you have lots of com- 
pany. You have double the work to bed your 
rifle that a bolt gun shooter has. Once done 
properly, the gun/scope will hold “O” for 
years. Put your action in a padded vise and 
carefully shake or move the butt sideways 
and up and down while feeling the joint be- 
tween the stock and tang. Do this as you 
loosen the butt stock screws. If bedded 
properly, there should be no more motion 
between the stock and tang. Epoxy is great 
stuffl!! 

The fore end should be capable of sup- 
porting the gun with the barrel free floating 
— yes, it can be done — cantilevered for- 
ward out from the action. You will now drive 
some poor gunsmith to his grave. Barrel 
length determines how sensitive your gun is 
to light and heavy bullets and powder charg- 
es. When my barrel length was proper, 180, 
190 and 200 gr. bullets all struck the same 
2” circle at 200 yards, with the same sight 
setting! Of course, this only works for 200 
yards. A grain or two of powder, the same. 
It’s called barrel whip compensation. You 
can hang and slide weight on your barrel or 
keep cutting it off. Roger and | found 22” to 
23’ about the best for our Rugers and Miller 
DeHaas. Watch your rear bag. We found 
each inch of bag position movement result- 
ed in an inch of vertical group shift, some- 
times more. 

When was the last time you compared 
group size and position with muzzle raised 
against muzzle lowered before firing? 
You're in for a shock! Muzzle down usually 
gave half the group size. Best solution is to 
get a smaller case that comes out nearly full 
of powder so that position is not important; 
32-20 should be about right.
